These are Arab refugees from Jewish

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THE LITTLE ROCK STORY 



On the fateful day of Sept. 24th, 1957 the city of Little Rock, Ark-* 
ansas "became a focal point of national and international interest when 
Mr. Ike Eisenhower dispatched armed, bayonet-wielding Federal paratroopers 
to compel racial integration In the .city's all-white Central High School,

The danger is, now so great that I feel it is my duty to 
call- the attention of the British and all other' Governments to the 1 fact 
that if an end is not put to Bolshevism in Russia at once the civilization 
of the world will be threatened, This is not an exaggeration, 'but "ai sober 
matter of fa,ct; and the most unusual action of German and Austrian 
consuls-general, before referred to, in joining in protest of neutral lega- 
tions appears to indi'cate that the danger is also being realized in German ; 
and Austrian quarters. I consider that the immediate suppression of 
Bolshevism is the greatestissue now before the world; not even excluding 
the war which is still 1 raging, and unless, as 'above stated, Bolshevism is 
nipped in. the, bud immediately, it is bound to spread in one form or an- 
other over Europe -and, the whole world,, as it is' organised and worked by 
Jews who have no nationality, and' whose one object is to destroy for their 
own ends the existing order of things. The only manner in Which this 
danger could be averted would be collective action on' the part of all 
Powers.. 

"Lam also of opinion that no support whatever should be given to any 
other Socialistic party in Russia, least of all -to social revolutionaries, 
whose- policy it is at the moment to overthrow the Bolsheviks, but' whose 
dims in' reality are the same, viz., to : establish proletariat rule through 
the world. Social revolutionaries will never fight any foreign Power, and 
dnyiprofession which they .may now rqake in this sense is merely a tactical 
move in their struggle with the.

It isn't generally known , but the NAACP in 
19&4 launottea a ten-year, $10,000,000 "educa- 
tional" program under the slogan, ''Free by 
Sixty-Three"/ Purpose of the campaign is to 
prepare public opinion for the total "integra- 
tion 1 * of Negroes into white society, and the 
deadline has been set for 1963. The "Free by 

. „ ,, — Sixty-Three"' campaign was officially kicked off 

at a Washington D.C. convention on March 10th of 1954 with the blessings of Ike Eisenhower 
who actually appeared as a speaker before the convention to assure 1JAACP delegates of White 
House support for the program. .. 

To achieve its race-mixing goal the NAAOP proposes to place Negroes into virtually every 
white community in America until there is no such thing as an all-white or all-Negro resi- 
dential neighborhood. The reasoning behind this is simple. As the NAACP explains* It the 
present pattern of segregation-is attributable mainly to segregated housing. Because of 
segregated housing Negroes and whites- tend to keep to* themselves, with the result that Ne- 
groes and whites have their own schools, churches, stores,, sports and social organizations. 
Only when whites and Negroes have been placed in interracial neighborhoods, so the NAACP ■ 
argues, will they mingle freely in school, at ohuroh, in social activities and, ultimately 
m marriage. For this reason the NAACP will concentrate its attention upon interracial * 
housing for the next few years. Pressure will be exerted all along the line to move Ne- 
groes into white housing projects and into white neighborhoods. The purpose of the tfAACP's 
Free by Sixty-Three" campaign is to beat down resistance to this program, and at the same 
tame to educate 1 ' white Americans into an acceptance of the 'situation.

Negro Cowardice In 
Combat Revealed 



Zealots of "racial equality" have 
long carried on a propaganda cam- 
paign in an effort to glorify the 
Negro soldier's valour as a fight- 
ing man,, "the claim often being 
made that the Armed Forces are 
discriminating against some of 
their best soldiers. An- outstanding 
example of this propaganda in 
action was the making of the mo- 
tion picture. "Home of the Brave", 
which stressed the imaginary jac- 
complishmenls of the Negro" sol- 
dier," and gave special emphasis to ' 
the alleged discrimination which 
he suffers from bigoted whites. 

This type of propaganda has 
been disseminated on such, a wide 
scale that many "people have ac- 
tually been led <to .believe that 
Neg t ro soldiers are magnificent 
fighters who have contributed 
courageously and selflessly to the 
defense of America. They have 
been led to believe that Negroes 
have died in -great numbers in 
defense of freedom. These- argu- 
ments are used to justify the inte- 
gration of Negroes into white 
units. 

THE RECORD 

As a point of fact the role of 
Negro soldiers in combat has 
been, in general,' unimpressive. 
They have neither distinguished 
themselves for bravery nor devo- 
tion to duty. On the contrary, they 
have proved unreliable in danger 
and fearful in combat. A few 
statistics taken from the official 
records of World War I and World 
War II will disprove without ques- 
tion the fallacious argument that 
Negroes are courageous fighters, 
or that they have died in great 
numbers in defense of "democ- 
* racy". The record of both wars 
indicates very strongly that Negro 
troops, if used at all, should be 
utilized in non-fcombat fduties, 'and 3 " 
that in no case should they be 
, integrated with white troops. 
WORLD WAR I 

Here are the facts: The records 
of World War I reveal that 
approximately * 350,000 Negroes 
served in the armed forces, about 
half of whom served overseas. 
From these, two Negro infantry 
combat- divisions— the 92nd and 
93rd divisions — were formed. 
Both divisions were under Ger- 
man fire in 1918, and' altogether 
about 40,000 Negro troops were 
exposed to combat conditions. Did 
they distinguish themselves? Let 
us take the words- of a High-rank- 
ing white officer of the 92nd 
division, Colonel Allen J. Greer, 
who- had described the combat 
record of the division as follows; 

2"The record of the division is 
one which will probably never be 
given full publicity, but the bare - 
facts are about as follows: We 
came to France In June, we were 
given seven weeks in the training 
area instead of the four weeks in 
training areas as usually allotted, 
then went to a quiet sector of the 
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The 92nd Division in France 

In 1918 the all-Negro 92nd Division (above) had 182 

men killed in action. In World War I the TOTAL number 

of Negroes killed in action was under 900; In World War II 

less than 500 died in action. In other words, Negroes, who 



All-Negro 93rd Division on Parade 
comprise about 10% of pur population, have suffered less 
than 1% of our battle casualties in both wars combined. 
To put it another way, more than 100 white soldiers have 
died in action for every Negro who met a similar fate. 



front. From there we went to 
Argonne, and in the offensive 
starting there on Sept. 26, had 
one regiment in the. line, attached 
to the 38th French Corps. They 
failed there in all their missions, 
laid down and sneaked to the 
rear, until they were withdrawn. 
Thirty of the (Negro) officers of 
this regiment were reported either 
for cowardice* or failure to pre- 
vent their men frdm retreating 
and this against very little oppo- 
sition. The French and our white 
field officers did all that could 
possibly have been done; but the 
troops were impossible". 

That was the combat record of 
the 92nd Negro division in World 
War I. -^Altogether the 92nd' lost 
182 men killed, including 62 who 
died of wounds. The 93rd division 
lost 591 listed as killed in action, 
of whom 124 died of wounds. The 
total. Negro^dead fromjboth divi- 
sions- "Is " 773, "a"ri(F S r "number ~of 
these. were killed in an explosion 
behind the lines. And although 
there may have been a few iso- 
lated Negro casualties other than 
these, the total number of Negroes 
who died in action in World War 
I was certainly less than 900. 

By way of comparison, 50,510 
white American troops died in 
battle, or from battle wounds. -In 
other words, Negro troops, who 
constituted about 8% of our armed 
forces in World War I, suffered 
less than l/50th of the combat 
dead. 

WOKLD WAR II 

4In World War II the. 92nd 
division was exposed to German 
fire in Italy, with about" the same 
result as' before. Altogether the 
92nd division Had 338- men killed 
in action and the 93rd division 
suffered 43 fatalities. These were 
the only Negro combat divisions 
which saw action, and although 
there were undoubtedly other 
Negro casualties unaccounted for 
here, the total number of Negroes 
killed in action in World War II 
probably did not exceed 500. 



(There was a 99th Negro Fighter 
Squadron and the 332nd Negro. 
Fighter Group in the Air Force. 
Neither seems to have suffered 
any casualties). 

When we consider that 701,178 
Negroes served in the Armed 
Forces during the 'recent war, .the 
500 Negroes killed in action is 
decidedly unimpressive, and espe- 
cially in view of the more than 
200,000- white troops who died iii 
battle. Certainly these statistics — 
if even approximately correct — 




General C. C. Bailbu 
At the conclusion of World War I 
General C. C. Ballou, wartime com- 
mander of the 92nd, Negro infantry 
division, was ordered by the Army to 
submit -a written report ,on the 
^"...capacities, abilities, and future 
possibilities of the Negro soldier".

"I forgot that the average 
Negro is a rank coward in the dark, 
and I subsequently realized to the full 
how worthless this trait renders him.

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Integration' Is Destroying U.S. Army 



SPECIAIr— Congress should, and 
must, act at once to end the dis- 
graceful "integration" program 
which even now threatens to 
destroy the morale and effective- 
ness of our entire, military estab- 
lishment. 

The "integration" program, by 
way of review, was surreptitiously 
initiated by Harry Truman in 
1948 at the behest of the trouble- 
making National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple (NAACP), the Anti-Defama- 
tion League of B'nai B'rith, arid, 
other racist pressure groups. 

The plan to place Negroes into 
white military units was under- 
, taken without the consent of Con- 
gress -(which would never have 
approved it) and it was put into 
operation without the knowledge 
of the American people— the latter 
accomplishment being- possible 
through a tacit censorship' arr 
rangement with our venal press 
and Jewish owned radio-TV in- 
dustry. 

To implement his race-mixing 
"integration" plan, Truman ap- 
pointed the alien Jewess, Anna 
Rosenberg, as assistant-secretary 
of defense. in charge of manpower. 
From this vantage point Anna 
could, and did, "integrate" Ne- 
groes into all branches of the 
U.S. military establishment. Before 
her resignation in early 1953, she 
had managed to place Negroes 
into all units of the Navy, Air 
Force and Marine Corps, and the 
process was extended to include 
much— though not all— of the U.S. 
Army. 

Apologists for the Truman- 
Eisenhower race-mixing program 
argue that "integration" is the 
only "democratic" solution to the 
Armed Force's Negro problem", 
and that to segregate Negroes is 
"un-American". This unique in- 
terpretation of "democracy" is, of 
course, largely of Jewish origin, 
and its absurdity is so self-evident 
as to hardly warrant refutation. 
Only a propagandist— or a dullard 
— would argue that the customs 
and traditions which our fore- 
fathers have followed since the 
establishment of Jamestown have 
all of a sudden become "un-Amer- 
ican" . . . Nevertheless, that is 
one of the chief arguments now 
being used to justify the "integra- 
tion of Negroes into our military 
forces. 

Another argument used by the 
proponants . of compulsory mon- 
grelization is that Negroes make 
fine and heroic soldiers (some 
propagandists describe them, as 
"magnificent fighting men",). They 
contend that Negroes differ in no 
basic respect from whites, and 
that by "integrating" them into 
White units the Armed Forces 
would be availing themselves of 
a vast reservoir of hitherto un- 
tapped fighting strength. None of 
these arguments will stand up 
under scrutiny, as the following 
will show. 

To begin with,, the Negro popu- 
lation does not represent a worth- 
while source of military man- 
power. The record of Negro troops 
in both World Wars indicates con- 
clusively that they are worse than 
useless "under combat conditions

1952). The record shows that the 
COMBINED Negro combat deaths 
in BOTH World Wars was ' less 
than 1500, including a number 
who died in a- behind-the-lines 
explosion. Furthermore, the Negro 
record of desertion and cowardice 
under fire is so shameful that no- 
newspaper publisher dares to 
print it. To argue that the Negro 
population constitutes an untap- 
ped source of military-manpower 
is therefore unintelligent. Certain- 
ly the "integration" of hundreds of 
thousands of these fearful, excit- 
able and unstable Negroidal troops 
into the ranks of our Armed 
Forces is not conducive to higher 
military efficiency. . . 

As to the mental capacity of 
Negro troops, the records of the 
Army are replete with evidence 
which shows them to be hope- 
lessly inadequate to meet the 
technological demands of atomic- 
age warfare.

possess average, or even exception- 
al intelligence, innumerable tests 
have shown that the great ma- 
jority fall within the dull minded 
category. In 1919, for example, the 
Army tested 5,425 draftees at 
Camp Lee, Virginia, in one of the 
largest and most comprehensive 
examinations of its kind ever 
undertaken. The results were as- 
tounding. The tests showed that 

The Jewish-owned Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica confirms these findings in .part on 
page 368,, vol. 7 of its most recent issue, 
as follows: "The' greater the admixture of 
white blood, the closer does the negro 
approach the white in performance. Intelli- 
gence tests given to large groups of whites 
and negroes in the American army place 
the negro below the white both in tests of 
the language and non-language variety. 
Several investigations have shown the negro 
to be more overtly emotional and less In- 
hibited in his reactions than the white".

Although her appointment was the subject of 
heated controversy, the real purpose behind Anna 
Rosenberg's choice as head of the Defense Depart- 
ment's manpower section several years ago was never 
clearly understood, even by her opponents. Anna's 
real mission was to "integrate" the Armed Forces; a 
program first begun by Harry Truman in 1948. In- 
credible as it sounds, she was able to carry this 
highly explosive project to completion without a. word 
of public controversy being heard.

.CONCLUSION: While the Integra- v 
tion of vast numbers of Negroidal 
troops into the Armed. Forces cannot 
fail to reduce the moral 1 tone and 
fighting efficiency of our military 
'establishment, that' is not the only 
consideration involved. It should also 
be remembered that our military 
establishment still remains predomi- 
nantly white, and that the white 
majority is also entitled to certain 
rights. And while we can justify the 
drafting of our youth .into military 
service as a necessary defense meas- 
ure, there can be no justification what- 
ever for compelling them to, serve 
under Negro- sergeants. Neither is 
there justification for forcing, the 
families of married servicemen to 
share recreational, housing and educa- 
tional facilities with Negroes. Congress 
must decide, and soon, as to whether 
we should keep the t draft—or the in- 
tegration program.

But the Warren Court has ren- 
dered no less than 30 decisions 
favorable to the Communists, and 
only nine unfavorable ones. In 
short, Earl Warren & Co. have 
actually handed down more deci- 
sions, favorable to the Communists

Urban League Spearheads Race 
War With Community Chest Funds 

NEW YORK — Next to the National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People (NAACP), the most active apparatus, in Ameri- 
ca attempting to force compulsory mongrelization upon this nation is 
the organization known as the Urban League. Because the more radical 
NAACP usually seizes the headlines, little, if any attention has been 
given the Urban League's activities, which' are actually conducted on 
as large a .scale, .and are just as damaging as those of the NAACP. In 
truth the Urban League's goals, if not its tactics, are identical in every 
way with those of the NAACP. 

A typical example of how the Urban League works came to light 
last month in New York City, which earlier this year (April) adopted 
legislation making it a crime for multiple dwelling and apartment house 
owners to refuse to rent or sell to Negroes. 

What the Urban League did was to compile a list of some 93 large

Rabbis Demand Schools 
Abandon Christnjas 

MIAMI BEACH— U.S. Jews want 
— Amer4ca-s— p.ublic--scho^ls^to«abah- ; — 
don the observance of Christmas 
and other Christian holidays— and 
they want official government rec- 
ognition of Saturday as the Jewish 
sabbath. The .Rabbinical Council 
of America made these demands 
known last month at a convention 
in Miami Beach attended by '500 
Orthodox rabbis. 

The- Rabbinical Council — largest 
rabbinical organization in the 
world — demanded among other 
things that . . . "the 1 American 
military establishment give full 
legal and social recognition to the 
Sabbath as a holy day of. religious 
significance for Jews." The Rab- 
binical Council also recommended 
that . . . "all private and govern- 
ment supported colleges and uni- 
versities permit Orthodox students 
to be excused from taking course 
examinations on Saturdays and the 
Jewish holidays." 

Striking out against the observ- 
ance of Christmas and Easter in 
the public schools, the Council* al- 
so demanded ^that . . ./'all religious 
holiday observances in the public 
schools, be discontinued. These 
joint holiday celebrations," moaned 
the rabbis, "violate the outstand- 
ing American principle of separa- 
tion of Church and state." 

-The 500 rabbis in attendance 
also: 1) -heard an .address by Yaa- 
kov Herzog, son of Israel's chief 
rabbi and plenipotentiary of the 
state of Israel; 2) criticized the 
Federal District Court in Little 
Rock for delaying the integration 
of Central High School there; 3) 
condemned the playing of bingo 
and other games, of chance in the 
•synagogues ...

Senator Clinton P. Anderson, one 
of Rickover 's principal congres- 
sional supporters . . . suggested 
last iiight that Congress intervene 
and promote Rickover by special' 
legislation." 

Soothe Rickover controversy • con- 
tinued. And although young -Cmdr. 
Anderson, whose appearance at 
the White House had set off the 
big fuss, was all but forgotten in 
the melee, there was every reason 
to believe that the affair of Hy- 
man Rickover would continue to 
give the Navy trouble for a long 
time—especially if it fails to pro- 
mote him to vice admiral within 
the^ "coming; year. 

All of which leaves unanswered- 
the question of just why Hyman 
Rickover, the so-called "father of 
the atomic submarine," was 
snubbed in the first place. Also 
hanging is the question of why 
such a valuable man is being auto- 
matically retired because of age— 
unless ^Congress intervenes. 

For the answer to these ques- 
tions it is first of all necessary to 
penetrate the air of Jewish hys- 
teria and propaganda which has 
surrounded "the- case thus far. To 
begin with, the claim. that Rick- 
over was slighted, and "snubbed" 
is completely without foundation.

Anderson in pilot- 
ing the first submarine under the 
north pole. The Navy's failure to 
invite Rickover to the ceremony 
was hardly a slight under the cir- 
-cunistaricesr-HMt-was-a-snubj^then- 
the Wright brothers, who invented" 
. the -airplane, were also snubbed- 
because no one invited them to 
share, in Lindberg's glory back in 
1928 ... 

A number of other misconcep- 
tions concerning Rickover likewise 
need to be set to rest. His desig- 
nation as the "father of the atom- 
ic submarine," for instance, is in 
itself a fraud. The fact is that 
Rickover, a pushing, ambitious 
•little Russian Jew, managed to in- 
sinuate himself into control of the 
Navy's atomic submarine division 
through his Jewish connections 
with the Atomic Energy Commis- 
.sion shortly after the end of the 
war — before the Navy realized 
what was happening. Ever since ■ 
they have been trying to ease him 
out. 

The claim that Rickover is sole- 
ly responsible for the atom sub, 
and that except for him the- Navy 
would never have developed a nu- 
clear powered submarine, is h on its 
* face ludicrous. The U.S; Nayy has 
been building ships of every des- 
cription for almost 200 years. It 
builds equipment ranging all the 
way from aircraft carriers to guid- 
ed missiles to submarines to elec- 
tronic radar. To argue that the 
Navy would not have,- and could 
not have, built an atom submarine 
without Rickover's "guiding geni- 
us" is a farce- and a joke, and no 
one - who knows anything about it 
takes' the claim seriously. Never- 
theless the public is constantly 
deluged with propaganda to the 
effect that save for Rickover, our 
stupid Naval chiefs would never 
have gotten around to building 
atomic submarines at all . . . - 

As for the claim that Navy 
"prejudice" is forcing Rickover's 



retirement by refusing to promote 
him to the rank of vice admiral: 
the same situation came up 3- 
years ago. Then Rickover", a cap- 
tain,- was slated for compulsory 
retirement because the 'Navy was 
reluctant to promote him to* the 
rank of rear admiral — cl aiming 
that he lacked the personal- and 
— professional-^qualifications^for-thO- 
position. Then, as now, such a 
howl went up from the Jew-con- 
trolled section of the commercial 
press that Congress stepped into 
the picture, held up= the* promo- 
tions of other Naval officers until 
Rickover's case could be consid- 
ered. The outcome was that the 
then secretary of the Navy, An- 
derson, appointed a specially in- 
structed Naval' review board 
whose sole function was to pro- 
mote Rickover. That's how he got 
to be rear admiral. Now, through 
a similar propaganda and pressure 
campaign, they are -striving to ele- 
vate "Hymie" to the .rank of vice 
admiral.

petty" arid selfish vSri'ity, some* 
Navy mother or widow will have 
to step aside so Mrs. Rickover can 
have her moment of glory . . . 

All in all it's- a pretty -sordid 
little mess. It's a sad situation in- 
deed when a hero of Cmdr. An- 
derson's stature cannot "be decorat- 
ed without wounding the vanity 
and ambition of some dinky little 
Yiddish armchair commando of 
Rickover's stripe. He ought to be 
thrown out of the service on his 
ear, and if the top Navy command- 
ers had their way, that's precisely 
what would happen . . .

can Jewish Committee" (AJC), the 
American Jewish Congress and 
others expend millions of dollars 
annually (the ADL-AJC yearly- 
budget alone is $5,000,000.00) to

They can do all 'these things be- 
cause the v Christian majority, not 
they, bear the consequences. They 
can and , do, for .example, strenu- 
ously advocate racial integration 
in the churches, safe in the knowl- 
edge, that while the,i:e are. vast 
numbers of Protestant and Catho- 
lic Negroes, there are few if any 
colored Jews. They have no fear, 
in other words', of having their 
own synagogues swamped with 
Negroes. T^he same applies to in- 
terracial marriages, which Jewry 
is seeking to popularize with in- 
creasing fervor in the movies, on 
TV and by, other ,means at their 
disposal.. The catch is that no mat- 
ter how much Jewish children are 
exposed to Negroes in the schools, 
on the playgrounds and elsewhere, 
they are in little .danger of inter- 
marrying with" them. The reason 
is that Jews teach 'their children 
from babyhood th\t it is a sin and 
a disgrace to marry any non-Jew, 
black OR white ... In brief, when 
organized Jewry beats the drums 
for unrestricted integration and 
the total mixing of the races, they 
are doing it for the benefit of the 
Gentiles, not themselves. They 
ha$e no intention whatever of 
practicing what they preach. Their 
double standard protects them 
from the consequences of their 
ow^i propaganda. 

As for the question of national- 
ism, Jewish propagandists have 
made the term a nasty word in 
many circles, with the result that 
millions of Americans shy away 
from any display of love- of coun- 
try which might be interpreted as 
a show of "jingoism" or "super- 
patriotism."

The situation, demands immedi- 
ate correction.

destroy the very concept of pa- 
triotism, face and national pride 
among white Christian Americans 
is not a manifestation of tolerance 
on our part; it is national suicide, 
and can only lead to our 'ultimate 
destruction.

SPECIAL — A survey by the authoritative U. S. News & 
World Report (Sept. 5th issue) reveals that! school integra- 
tion will make very little headway this coming year, the 
Supreme Court notwithstanding. According to the evidence, 
there may actually be less race mixing in the schools this 
year than last term, since tens of thousands of white pupils 
in Washington, D.C., Baltimore and other northern cities 
are fleeing to the still segregated suburbs to escape inte- 
, .gration. Seven states in the deep .South have no, mixed, 
schools, at all. Several others have only token integration 
(i.e. N. Carolina has integrated 4i Negroes, Tennessee 33, 
Arkansas less than 100.) 

LOS ANGELES— In California Senator Wm. (turncoat) 
Knowland, who more than any other man in the U.S. Sen- 
ate was responsible for ramming the vicious "civil rights" 
bill through Congress last year, faces the prospect of an 
ignominious defeat in his race for the governorship come 
November. His sponsorship of the "civil rights" bill, his 
advocacy of Hawaiian statehood, his acceptance of the 
B'nai B'rith civil rights award (oh behalf of the Senate) 
and other compromising behavior has alienated most of his 
extreme rightwing support. Some 400,000 Republicans voted 
for his opponent in the primary ... 

TEL AVIV— a debate in the Israeli Knesset (Parliament) 
broke out last month over the fact that 145,000 Jews (al- 
most 10% of the Jewish population) have emigrated to 
other countries since 1948. Israel's economy, which is more 
thoroughly Communized than that of Soviet Russia, is re- 
portedly driving many young Jews to seek better oppor- 
tunities in the capitalistic Gentile countries . . . 

LONDON — The recent outbreak of racial violence in Eng- 
land (one incident involving an estimated 2,000 persons)^ 
underscores the fact that Englishmen, like some Americans, 
find racial "tolerance" easier to preach than to practice. 
The flareups occurred as a consequence of large scale Ne- 
gro immigration into- England — 100,000, within the last ijye 
years or so. Before that very few Britishers had ever had 
contact with Negroes ... 

WASHINGTON, B.C.— When . Ralph Flanders (Vt.) rose 
on the floor of the U. S. Senate a few weeks ago to demand 
an investigation of the tax-exempt status of Israeli fund 
raising groups in this country (particularly of United Jew- 
ish Appeal) no one denounced him more bitterly than 
Senator Paul Douglas, notorious ifor his pro-Negro, pro- 
Jewish bias — and for his militant advocacy of everything 
that is left wing and "liberal" . . . Last month Paul Doug- 
las's daughter, Jean, married a Jew from Israel. Arid the 
ironic thing about it was that the marriage had to be per- 
formed in this country — because the state of Israel does not 
permit Jews to marry non-Jews.

will be involved and report should he broken down according 
to individuals. All offices should bear in mind in connection 
with interviews conducted as to whether persons being interviewed 
can furnish information regarding individuals in other offices 
and promptly furnish such data to appropriate field offices for 
inclusion in reports prepared by them,, 

In, the event recipient offices are aware of other 
individuals or publications which allegedly are being used 
by or cooperating with Arabs in distributing hate literature, 
such information should also be set forth in these reports. 

In any instance where data is developed or available 
indicating possibility of Registration Act violation separate 
cases should be opened promptly aimed at obtaining evidence 
and the investigation should be given continuous and preferred 
attention.

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Freedom Of Press 
Imperilled By New 
Censorship Drive 

SPECIAL— It has long been the 
ambition of organized Jewry to 
circumvent 'the : Bill , of Rights in 
such a way as to ^deriy freedom of 
press to" any .publication which dares 
in any way to criticize Jews. Num- 
erous attempts have been made by 
Jewish members of Congress to in- 
troduce legislation >to this end, 
and the Yiddish Senator from New 
York, Jacob Javits, has been par- 
ticularly zealous in his attempts to 
'findUsome— way— to^tem^helilpw- 
of "anti-Semitic" literature ' from 
the U. S. mails. Invariably these 
attempts failed, due in large part 
to the prohibition which the Con- 
stitution places against any restric- 
tion on the press. 

Unfortunately, as an aftermath 
of the synagogue bombings in the 
South... in recent months — which 
from the evidence was a put-up 
job by Jewish extremists — the # cam- 
paign "fa suppress "hate" litera- 
ture has been vastly intensified. 
(By Jewish definition, of course, 
any criticism of Jews or Negroes 
is automatically classified as 'Jhate" 
material). 

-The Postal Department, for ex- 
ample, has already taken prelim- 
inary steps to assert its authority 
to bar "anti-Semitic" publications 
by placing certain restraints upon 
the newspaper, COMMON SENSE, 
published in New Jersey. The Pos- 
tal Department has not actually 
banned the periodical, but accord- 
ing to COMMON SENSE editor, 
Conde McGinley, the local post 
office in Union, N. J., has received 
instructions to "hold" each issue 
of the paper until it is "approved" 
by officials in- Washington. The 
implication, of course, is that COM- 
MON SENSE or any other Nation- 
alist periodical can be denied access 
to the; mails if it prints anything 
■not to the liking of the. integra- 
tion crowd in Washington . , . 

Meanwhile, there is every indi- 
cation i that the forthcoming session 
of Congress will be under very 
heavy -pressure to pass the kind 
of discriminatory legislation Jew- 
ish pressure groups have been ad- 
vocating for many years. For one, 
public .opinion has been thoroughly

Non-Existent "Confederate 
Underground" Blamed For Bombing 

SPECIAL— Five months ago (in June) the AMERICAN NATION- 
ALIST ran a front page story entitled: "Senseless Synagogue Bombings 
Condemned" in which we suggested that the bombing of Jewish syna- 
gogues in three widely separated Southern cities appeared to be the 
work of agents and provocateurs anxious to generate sympathy for 
Jews. Since that article was written another synagogue; this one in 
.Atlanta, has been dynamited. In view* of the massive outcry of pub- 
lic indignation which the latter event inspired it is important to again 
assess certain pertinent details relating to the situation, for no event 
within the past decade has colored the thinking of the American people 
on the Jewish question more profoundly than this. 

No matter how you look at it, none of these synagogue bombings 
make sense if yiewed as acts of Hc indignation and bringing dis- 



anti-Semitism.. None occurred in 
cities where racial tension was high. 
All were in areas far removed from, 
the front line of the integration 
fight. This is a point well worth 
noting. A bomb incident against the 
N.A.A.C.P. in Little Rock or any 
of a dozen other cities where con- 
troversy has erupted over the school 
integration question might conceiv- 
ably have been expected. At least 
it would have made sense. But these 
were not the targets. Instead, the 
bombs were set off in cities far re- 
moved from the trouble spots — and 
they were set off against targets 
which no white segregationists or 
"anti-Semite" would ever choose . . 
Whoever selected them did so with 
the obvious intent of arousing pub- 



credit to the cause of white suprem- 
acy and raeial segregation. 

This brings us to the question of 
just who the bombers are. To date 
their identity is a mystery, but 
whoever they are it is clear that 
they were anxious for publicity — 
though not for themselves, as later 
developments showed. 

The type of publicity they wanted 
was revealed first of all by their 
tactic of choosing cities where the 
leading newspaper is known to be 
strongly pro-Jewish and pro-irite- 
grationist, and therefore more apt 
to seize upon such an incidentas 
an excuse to attack segregationists 
and other "bigots." The cities they 
chose were Nashville, Jacksonville,

the five Atlanta .patriots had any 
connection whatever with the inci- 
dent. One of the. five; did,' it is 
true, -sign .a pre-fabrieated,. "con- 
fession" (since repudiated) ,. but he 
did so only after third degree tor- 
ture methods were applied con- 
tinuously for; .more than ".two days, 
and" two mghtsvby A'tldnfa-police^ 
who reportedly, twisted the victim's* 
broken arm as" an inducement to 
sign. It is also true, that the At- 
lanta police, under the resourceful 
supervision- of Police* Chief Jenkins, 
produced, a "witness" willing to tes- 
tify that he had heard the Atlanta 
five "plot" , the dynamiting pre- 
viously, but it should be noted that 
this same witness had been de- 
nounced as a suspected informer 
and agent several months before 
the bombing by the very individ- 
uals he testified against. 

There was one other "witness" 
produced by Atlanta police to bol- 
ster their case — a cell-mate of one 
of the Atlanta five. This indi- 
vidual, a felony suspect anxious to 
curry favor with the police, came 
forward with the helpful informa- 
tion that one of the defendants, 
George Bright, had admitted be- 
ing the ^"ringleader" of the bomb- 
ers .. . 

And so, on the basis of ,a forced 
"confession" from one of the At- 
lanta five, bolstered by the word 
of a self-styled agent on one hand 
and by the testimony of a felony 
suspect on the other, one of -the de- 
fendants (George Bright) was 
brought to trial early in December. 
It resulted in a hung jury and a 
new trial was immediately sched- 
uled. Meanwhile all five defend- 
ants are now free on bond after 
being confined in the Atlanta jail 
for. many weeks without bail. 

So much for the legalities of the 
case. More interesting, .and infin- 
itely more significant, is the story 
behind the story. Because what the 
public does not know, and will not 
be told by the depraved commer- 
cial press, is that these five men 
were arrested to serve a specific 
propaganda purpose — as sacrifi- 
cial goats, so to speak. For rea- 
sons of its own the Anti-Defama- 
tion League of B'nai B'rith is 
determined that this case shall 
drag on until after Congress con- 
^enes-aml~has^a^chanceHro~'pass^ 
legislation against the so-called. 
"anti-Semitic, hate groups," which 
are the real targets. With five 
men on display for allegedly hav- 
ing bombed the Atlanta temple, it 
is expected that Congress can be 
more easily persuaded to pass the 
desired legislation. Moreover, .so 
long as the Atlanta five remain 
on the hook, the identity of the 
real bombers, who in all probabil- 
ity were Jewish fanatics, will be 
conveniently forgotten. 
t This is an important considera- 
tion, propaganda wise. As indicated 
elsewhere in this issue, there has 
been a -magical transformation in 
Southern public .opinion since the 
bombing.

And although this was 
never! meant for gentile eyes, its 
meaning is crystal clear to anyone 
who can read the. English lan- 
guage: the ADL is actually boast- 
ing _ of its sinister spy activities 
against Americans who dare to ex- 
press anti- Jewish opinions. With 
brazen effrontery they not only ad- 
mit they maintain secret files on 
all Christian-Americans suspected 
of anti-Israel or anti-Jewish sen- 
timents, but gloat over the fact that 
these files are used at strategic 
moments to harass or imprison 
them— ^s they did in Atlanta.

tility which many Jewish organi- 
zations display toward Commun- 
ism.

Haying .settled on.towns notorious 
for their renegade newspapers, the 
bombers took the added precaution 
of phoning- either the localpress (in 
Atlanta they' phoned the wire, serv- 
ices), or the rabbi of the bombed 
synago gue, ^o .. .proclaim ^hemselyes^., 
as ^member s'76f "_ tnT^ r Conf edera^ 
Underground." This 'had the desired 
effect, and within hours hundreds of 
newspapers throughout the nation 
were decrying the wanton bombings 
as the work of -the "Confederate" Un- 
derground — which was described as 
a "hate group" dedicated to the 
persecution of Negroes and Jews. 
Eisenhower himself denounced the 
dynamiters of the Atlanta Jewish 
Temple for having disgraced the 
name ?of the Confederacy with their 
act^-and dispatched the FBI <to in- 
vestigate the situation. And no- 
where; did the sense of outrage run 
stronger than among Southern 
conservatives, with .segregationist 
newspapers, - public . officials and 
white citizen's councils all furiously 
assailing the. "Confederate Under- 
ground" for bringing discredit to 
the cause of white supremacy. 
Southerners everywhere went out 
of their way to express sympathy 
for the Jewish "victims," and to 
disassociate themselves from those 
- responsible 1 or the deed. 

Despite the mounting tide of hys- 
teria : thus inspired, it soon became 
evident that those guilty of the 
bombings had perpetrated a clever 
hoax, for - it was obvious that no 
such organization as the "Confed- 
erate Underground" even existed — 
or ever had existed. This in itself 
should have been the tip-off, be- 
cause, it showed that whoever 
bombed' the synagogues were anxi- 
ous, very anxious, to throw the 
blame on white Southerners and 
"anti-Semites" rather than gain 
publicity for -themselves. 

By' now, however, the avalanche 
of propaganda had become so over- 
powering that such details counted 
for nothing. Bomb scares and 
threats of bombings were for a 
while on the front page of every 
newspaper in America. Organized 
Jewish pressure groups such as the 
Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
B'rith (ADL) had seized upon the 
incident as an ideal propaganda 
weapon "to ""whip iip r 'sympathy for 
Jews,, and to make every critic of 
Jewry appear- as a dynamiter of 
Jewish places of worship. 

Moreover, this was an opportun- 
ity to; .discredit not only the "anti- 
Semitic hate groups," but the cause 
of white supremacy as well. It was 
too good a thing to give up, even 
if Jewish extremists occasionally 
found it necessary to phone in a 
few anonymous threats to the syn- 
agogues .themselves in order to keep 
the story on the front pages . . . 
But the real need was for scape- 
goats^ and in search of these the 
sinister ADL focused its attention 
upon Atlanta, where the last and 
most spectacular bombing had oc- 
curred. Their victims were five 
young men, several of whom had 
.previously been arrested in connec- 



tion with the picketing of the AT- 
LANTA CONSTITUTION with 
anti-Jewish placards. Although 
there was not a scintilla of evi- 
dence to connect them with the 
dynamitings, they were at ADL in- 
stigation . arrested first for "vag- 
rancy" (some in their own homes) 
and later charged with 'the bomb- 
ings. 

In almost any other American 
city such high handed conduct would 
have been impossible, but Atlanta 
^^Sxan^anmnaly^D^eJn.^argeijneasr^ 
i ure to "the influence of "the northern- 
owned, McGill-run ATLANTA 
CONSTITUTION & JOURNAL, a 
strong air of pollution pervades the 
political climate of the city gov- 
ernment. Unlike most Southern 
cities, Negroes wield a strong in- 
fluence in local politics. Moreover, 
the mayor (Hartsfield), the city 
prosecutor (Webb) and police chief 
(Jenkins) are all fanatic in their 
hatred of those groups and indi- 
viduals who have over the years 
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On hand minutes after the bombing was 
discovered was this ADL agent, A. J. Levin, 
whose business it is to spy on "anti- 
Semites" in the Atlanta area. This glori- 
fied sketch of -Levin appeared in scores 
of northern newspapers, who praised his 
gestapo activities. 

attempted to expose the Jewish 
leadership of the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People and other race mixing 
groups. For this and other reasons 
Atlanta has long been regarded. as 
a graveyard for patriots; as the 
one town in the South where the 
police and city officials work hand 
in hand with organized Jewry to 
harass arid imprison anyone daring 
to engage -in "anti-Semitic" activity. 

Significantly, it was in Atlanta 
12 years ago that Emory Burke, 
famed head of the "Columbians," 
was railroaded to a chain gang on 
trumped up charges of plotting to 
use dynamite against Negroes. La- 
ter, the Jewish "Anti-Nazi League" 
in New York City brazenly boasted 
thfck.its^ agents ^-ha& .infiltrated .the- 
Columbian organization and sup- 
plied Atlanta officials with the 
"evidence" which convicted Burke 
and destroyed the pioneer Colum- 
bian organization. Details of the 
"Anti-Nazi League's" Atlanta ex- 
ploit were for years published in 
the AMERICAN HEBREW by 
James "Sheldon," a columnist for 
the AMERICAN HEBREW and an 
official of .the "Anti-Nazi League." 
In fact, "Sheldon's chief claim to 
fame was, and is, that he was 
responsible for sending Burke to a 
Georgia chain gang ... 

Thus, the collaboration between 
Atlanta police officials and outside 
Jewish- gestapo organizations is 
nothing new. The rigged arrest of 
five Atlanta scapegoats on charges 
of bombing the synagogue there is 
a transparent propaganda ruse

engineered by the New Yprk con- 
trolled Anti-Defamation League of 
B'nai B'rith in collusion with At- 
lanta police officials, and no one 
familiar with the case believes they 
are guilty . . . 

But so long as they do remain 
under arrest the Anti-Defamation 
League will .have ammunition for 
its nationwide propaganda cam- 
paign . . . The end result is that 
everywhere, as a consequence of the 
■bombings "arid - the 'accompanyiri'g" 
Jewish agitation, sympathy and pity 
is being drummed up for the Jews, 
and everywhere the cause of white 
supremacy is being blackened and 
smeared. 

t That, obviously, is what the indi- 
viduals who bombed the synagogues 
set out to achieve in the first place. 
Certainly no one in possession of 
these facts would ever argue that 
anyone except the Jews have bene- 
fited propaganda-wise from the 
bombings, or that anyone except 
the segregationists and "anti-Semi- 
tic hate groups" have suffered . . . 

SUMMARY: The plain and bru- 
tal implication to be drawn from 
all this is that the synagogue bomb- 
ings was the work of Jewish pro- 
vocateurs. It was, so to speak, a 
Reichstag fire in reverse. This may 
on first appearance seem to be a 
wild — even a fantastic — conclusion, 
but it is not nearly so wild* as was 
Eisenhower's almost hysterical de- 
nunciation of the non-existent 
"Confederate Underground" for the 
act. 

For Mr. Eisenhower's benefit, 
and also for the edification of the 
American people who have been 
misled by the synthetic barrage 
of Jewish propaganda,' it should 
be emphasized that U. S. Jewry 
was in desperate need of a Reich- 
stag fire to salvage its deteriorat- 
ing position. To appreciate why 
this is so it must first be remem- 
bered that Jews -are in disrepute 
all over the South as a conse- 
quence of their activities on behalf 
of racial integration. To a substan- 
tial degree this can be attributed 
to the activities of a half dozen 
small Nationalist publications (in- 
cluding the AMERICAN NATION- 
ALIST) who have alerted vast

Every race agitator and every professional race mixing 
organization knows that the first step toward racial mongreli- 
zation is the "integrated" school.

of timber, minerals and farm land 
virtually untouched.
